on Exempt Securities. 


Washington, D., C., Jan. 23.—The 
Green resolution proposing an amend- 
ment to the constitution which would 
prohibit further issuance of tax exempt 
securities was adopted tonight by the 
house. 

‘The proposal, which had been urged 
by President Harding and Secretary 
Mellon, was put through after an un- 
usually bitter all day wrangle, by a 
margin of seven vQjes. Passage of 
the resolution faquired a two-thirds 
vote, and the roll call stood 223 to 
101. 

Party Lines Disappear. 

Republicans opposing it and Demo- 
crats supporting it split about even, 
twenty-three Democrats joining admin- 
istration leaders, while twenty-four 
Republicans broke away from party 
lines and voted against it. The meas- 
ure now goes to the senate, but some | 
house leaders privately expressed the 
opinion that there was not tues | 
chance of its enactment at this ses- | 
sion. 

Amendments were offered by the’ 
score, but they were knocked out with 
little ceremony after a half hour fight 
over the improper use of a couple of 
commas in the text of the resolution. 
Nobody could qualify as an expert on 
grammar, and those who sought to put 
themselves in that class failed to make 
themselves heard above the hubbub. 

Commas Are Knocked Out. 

Finally the commas went out on the 
chance that the senate might put them 
back if needed to get a clear inter- 
pretation as to what |the house meant. 

Representative Green [Ia.], . rank- 
ing Republican on the ways and means 
committee, who drafted the proposal, 
and Representative Garner [Tex.], 
ranking Democratic committeeman, 
took charge of the fight for the two 
sides. The argument swung around 
the oft repeated statements that the 
measure was designed to prevent the 
rich man seeking a tax free haven, 
and that it was an invasion of the 
right of the states to\control their own 
credit.

FIFTH—Supervision of the rail and 
water transportation systems in the 
Ruhr by French experts and gradually 
to make them conform with tho French 


and Belgian transportation sys*ems. 


SIXTH-~—The appointment of a gov- 
ernor genera! to direct both ihe military 
and civil authorities. Gen. Mangin wil!

SEVENTH—Direct the industria! or- 
ganization of the Ruhr to whatever ex- 
tent is necessary.

Creates Buffer State. 

The reason for this vast operation is 
that it is the French cabinet’s convic- 
tion that the Berlin government is re 
sponsible for all the disturbances whieh 
have occurred in the Ruhr since the 
eecupation and that there will be no 
complete pacification of the area until 
all the authority and influences of Ber- 
lin are cut off. It also has the advan- 
tage of creating a buffer state between 
France and Germany which Marsha! 
Foch has been advocating since tHe 
arrnistice. 

The French would prefer to have the 
Rhineland included in the same buffer 
state under the French governor gen- 
eral; but this would complicate fhe sit- 
uation. 

Hold Up New Troop Call. 

The general staff decided to mili.

Calls Prohibition Wrong 
in Principle. 


BY THE REV. W. B. NORTON. 
“ When the government tells me 
that I shall not drink, I feel like stand- 
ing on the church steps and taking a 
drink.” 


The Rev. Sherrod Soule, superin- 
tendent of the Missionary Society of 
Connecticut, made this @tatement at 
@ meeting of Congregationalist leaders 
at the Chicago Beach hotel yesterday, 
and it had the effect of a bomb. He 
continued: 
“From the moral standpoint I am a 
total abstainer, but I don’t believe the 
government ought to regulate the per- 
sonal habits of the people. 

Audience Is Stirred. 
“Just because certain persons op- 
pose minding the constitution is no 
sign that we are a nation of law- 
breakers.” 
The audience was startled. The min- 
isters sat up a little bit straighter. The 
silence was intensified. The Connecti- 
cut preacher kept on: 
“In the anti-slavery days when the 
law required the return of fugitive 
slaves there were good people up north 
who carried on what was called the 
underground railroad and helped Ne- 
groes escape into Canada in defiance 
of the law. They defied the constitu- 
tion becduse they thought its provi- 
sions were unjust. To be sure, they 
took the consequences and sometimes 
were put in jail. 

“A person might oppose the eight- 
eenth amendment to the constitution 
believing he was right in resisting 
what he considered an unjust restric- 
tion, but he ought to be willing if he 
does to take the consequences.” 

Accept Bryan’s Challenge. 

The challenge recently made by Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan that he would 
make those who opposed the funda- 
mentalist teachings of the Bible and 
evolution come out in the open was ac- 
cepted by the Congregationalists. They 
devoted one session to the question, 
“How to Deal with Fundamentalism 
and Kindred Isms.”

With these and kindred arguments, 
Georg@ E. Roberts, well known eco- 
nomist and New York banker, urged a 
fair ded] for the railroads in an address 
before the Traffic club of Chicago at 
Hotel La Salle last night, following the 
club’s sixteenth annual banquet. He 
took to task some of the recent radical 
proposals, both by railroad men and 
public officials. . 

Vital to Country. 

“The railroad question is one of the 
most impoftant before the country to- 
day,’’ Mr. Roberts said. “We cannot 
get along without railroads. Agricul- 
ture cannot live in this middle west 
without cheap transportation. A new 
theory about transportation charges 
has obtained considerable vogue of 
late—that they should be adapted to 
the ability of a shipper to pay without 
regard to the cost of the service. 

“That clearly is unsound. It is the 
theory of our legislation that railway 
charges be based on cost, including a 
sufficient return on the capital em- 


ployed to induce investment of the r re- 


railroad investments shall be safe and 
pay a fair return and have the confi- 
dence of the investing public in order 
that new capital will be forthcoming 
for railroad improvements. The fact 
rs charges are regulated and. earn- 
irigs are restricted practically to an 
ordinary interest rate implies and re- 
quires some assurance of regular re- 
turns. It cannot be expected that peo- 
ple will invest their money on the 
understanding that they will be re- 
stricted to 5% per cent in good times 
and less than that or perhaps nothing 
in bad times. 

“Whatever there was of ‘ water’ in 
the capitalization of the railroad sys- 
tem has been practically eliminated by 
the enormous investments of the last 
thirty years. The total property ac- 
count on Dec. 31, 1919, was $20,629.- 
533,349, represented by bonds and 
stocks. In 1920 the interstate com- 
merce commission, ignoring capital 
issues, reached its own tentative esti- 
mate of $18,900,000,000 for the value of

FOR THE PROHIBITION OF PISTOLS. 


{Temple (Tex.) Telegram.] 


There is merit in the proposal of Gov. Neff that 
the sale or lease of pistols be prohibited. 

Objection also can be found to the suggestion, but 
on the whole there is more in it that is good than 
there is that is bad. 

Te serve the ends sought, it is obvious, the Dill 
would have to provide for the gathering up of ai! 
pistols now in possession of various citizens of the 
State and it would have to provide also ageinst the 
bringing in of weapons from outside the state. With | 
all pocket weapons destroyed, or at least put beyond 
the reach of the individua! civilian, human life in 
Texas should be rendered much safer. Duly consti- | 
tuted officers of the law, of course, would be per- 
mitted to possess pistols. 

Here is the way the situation now stands: 

The average peace loving citizen—the farmer, the 
merchant, the banker, the lawyer, the doctor, the 
clerk, and so on through all the avenues of honest 
pursuits—never thinks of carrying a pistol. He may 
have one in his home, but if he is expecting trouble 
he usually prefers to take his chancés with his bare 
fists. Only the crooks, thugs, and ruffians carry 
guns. The result is that the peageful elements of 
the city and community always go unarmed, while 
the law breaking, crime reveling, dangerous elements 
can usually be found with “the difference in their 
pockets.” 

The proposed prohibition of pistols would hit only 
those who should be hit. 

It would not affect the daily life of the peaceful 
citizen, save to make it safer for him to pursue his 
peaceful course. 

And if such a law is to be passed it should be 

enforced with a stern determination that would drive 
holy terror to the hearts of all offenders; for it would 
be only through such enforcement that the commend- 
able goal sought could be obtained, 

Something must be done to cut down the average of 
about a thousand homicides a year im Texas—and the 
anti-pistol law might help. 

If a man must have protection in the home, «a 
sawed-off shotgun is more effective than an armful | 
of six-shooters. 

If a man must slay another, let him adopt the ax 
as the official weapon of execution. Properly handled, 
it's just as effective as any of the standard automatics 
and it possesses the added advantage of being far 
more sensational. 

There is nothing drastic in an anti-pistol law that is 
Gangerous for the average peace. loving citizen— 
uniess it is that such a law cannot be made drastic 
enough.
